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You Can Get Gray Hair If 


You Figure the Air Force

Washington, Aug. 30—(AP) — 


You can R('t pray hair just trying 
to keep up with the size of the 
air force. 


Should it have 70 pi mips? or 


48? There1? been a wrangle over 
that for years. Congress is still 
see-sawing. 


(A group can be any number 


of planes at any piven time, de- 
pending on several things but 
mainly their size. 


(Usually, the smaller the size of 


the planes, the more of them in a 
group. There'd be only a few big 
bombers in a group.) 


Start from the beginning so you 


can see how the wheels have gone 
'round and 'round on this one. 


In 1947 President Truman ap- 


pointed f u e civilians, called the 
President's Air Policy Commission, 
to study our future air problems. 


On Jan. l. 1948 it reported. It 


said we needed 70 groups by 1952. 
It indicated Russia might be able 
to start an atomic attack by 1953. 


Then congress set up an air 


policy committee of its own, made 
up of senators and representatives 


And m that same year, 19-18, 


they, too, came out for a 70-group 
air force by 1952. 


It Takes Time 


But getting up to 70 groups 


would take time: 
making con- 


tracts, expanding plants, replacing 
old planes with new ones, and so 
on. 


Since in that year, 1948, the air 


force had only 55 groups, a start 
had to be made fast to got the 
total up to 70 groups by 1952. 


It had to be done gradually 


year by year congress would vote 
money for adding more group? 
until by 1952 the total would stand 
at 70. 


So. in 1948 congress—it was 


controlled by Republicans that

Meanwhile, the air force itself, 


which now has 54 groups—it had 
58 at the start of the year—has 
cut back its groups to 48. 


The order to do this went out 


last Wednesday when Secretary of

Although the air force may not 


get that

Socialistics Ideas in the United States 


Raymond Moley, who was one of President Roosevelt's 


principal advisors in the early days of the New Deal, and is 
now associate editor of Newsweek, has characterized the pro- 
posed Columbia Valley Administration as "real socialism." 


Going on, he said, "It's a serious menace to the inde- 


pendence of the northwestern states. The CVA would create 
a super-government by by-passing the appropriations author- 
ity of congress. It would have,, in effect, the power to tax, 
since the commissioners would "exact any rates for power 
without regulation by the states . . . Wherever electricity is, 
there is the power of life and death of the area's economy." 


State and federal regulation of the utility industry was 


established for certain sound seasons to prevent monopoly 
and discrimination, and to make certain that charges for 
power would be fair, and would permit the companies only 
a reasonable return. The proposed federal monopolies, of 
which CVA is only one, would be totally beyond regulation 
of any kind. They could shape the regions in which they 
would operate to achieve any purpose their administrators 
wanted—and local people and local government couldn't do a 
single solitary thing about it. Moreover, they would have 
dictatorial powers over land, industry and water resources— 
and again, their decisions would be final, regardless of local 
needs and wishes. 


This is "real socialism" with a vengeance. CVA, if it 


approved, is just a sample of what will come to other regions 
of the nation which possess large rivers and fertile valleys. 
It is the beginning of the British plan to socialize all basic 
industries. Everyone who believes in our free institutions 
must fight it—and continually fight the alien principle it 
stands for.

America's Card Authority 


The principal features of the 


new game of Canasta are the 
melding and the forming of Ca- 
nastas. 


Your melds and your partner's 


are combined, and one of you 
keeps all of them. You can add 
one or more cards to the melds 
of your own side, but not to those 
of your opponents. 


The cards score for you if you 


meld them; against you if they 
are still in your hand when a 
player goes out. The card values 
are: joker, 50; aces and deuces, 
20 each; king down to the 8-spot, 
10 each; 7 down to the black 3, 
5 each; red three's have a special 
value of their own. 


The first or initial meld by you 


or your partner must be worth at 
least 50 points. After your score 
reaches 1500, this minimum goes 
up to 90. At the 3000-point mark, 
it goes up to 120 (game is 5000). 


After either partner has made 


a legal initial meld as explained 
above, either partner may meld by 
adding one or more cards to a 
previous meld made by his side 
or by making any other meld of 
three cards or more. (Each new 
meld of three cards or more must 
have at least two natural cards.) 


« 
* + 


You meld your cards by placing 


them face up on the table for 
scoring. Each meld must Include 
at least two natural cards. You 
cannot put down one 8 and a 
deuce and a joker. You can put 
down two 8's and either a deuce 
or a joker, and call it three 8's. 
As a matter of fact, you can meld 
two 8's and threa wild cards and 
thus have five 8's; but to complete 
a Canasta, you must have at least 
four natural cards and not more 
than three wild cards. 


A Canasta consists of seven of 


a. kind. You do not have to hold 


your cards up until you gtt seven 
of a kind in order to score the 
bonus for a Canasta. You can start 
off by putting down, let us say, 
two aces and one wild card (no 
meld can be made with less than 
two natural cards). After the first 
meld you and your partner can 
add to those aces. Your meld re* 
mains spread out on the table 
until the seventh card is added, 
which now forms the Canasta. 


when a meld is made that com- 


pletes a Canasta, the Canasta 
should be gathered together. Be- 
fore it is closed up, anyone has 
the right to examine it to make 
sure that it is a Canasta. After 
that, it should not be examined 
by anyone. If it is a natural Ca- 
nasta (one in which no wild cards 
are used), you place a red card 
on top. If it is a Canasta made 
up of four or more natural cards 
and the balance wild cards, it is 
gathered together and a black 
card placed on top. 


*

If a Canasta is made up of four 


red sixes, for example, and three 
wild cards, place a red six cross- 
wise on top. Then, when the first 
black six is discarded, exchange 
it for your red six. 


After a Canasta has been 


formed, you may add to it. Slide 
the added cards to the bottom of 
your Canasta. Added cards do not 
increase the bonus for the Canasta, 
but merely add points for the 
added cards. A natural five-spot 
would add five points, while a 
joker would increase the value by 
f) points, 


Be careful not to add a wild 


card to a natural Canasta, be- 
cause if you do, you now have a 
mixed Canasta, and you will be 
entitled to the 300-point bonus, 
but not the 500-point bonus.

Paul Robeson 
Concert Riot 


Probe Asked 


New York, Aug. 
30—(API- 


Backers of Paul Robeson called 
on Gov. Thomas K. Dewey yester- 
day and demanded a probe of the 
riot that cancelled a concert by 
the Negro singer Saturday night. 


Their demands — coming in a 


flurry of charges by Robeson and 
others—include the ouster of sev- 
eral Westchester county officials. 


Groups of Robeson supporters 


plan to call on Dewey and Attor- 
ney General Nathaniel Goldstein 
and make charges that the offi- 
cials failed to give police protec- 
tion at the riot scene near Peek- 
skill, N. Y. 


Robeson himself claimed the dis- 


order waa part of a "national ter- 
ror" and an attack on the Negro 
people, and he demanded that 
Dewey st*rt an investigation. 


Robeson's followers charged that 


two officials aided an anti-Com- 
munist rally of veterans groups 
that preceded the three-hour riot 


A huge crowd, estimated at 


5.000 persons, we.s caught up in 
the surging battle, which raged in 
darkness in a wooded picnic grove 
where Robeson was scheduled to 
sing. 


At least eight persons were in- 


jured, two seriously. 


The concert was sponsored by a 


branch of the civil rights congress 
labeled subversive by the justice 
department. 


In protest against the concert 


several 
veterans 
organizations 


staged a parade outside the picnic 
grove. The riot was set off when 
the parade and a crowd of concert 
goers clashed on a road in the 
woods.

Gifts From Friends 


"This gift was an expression of 


friendship 
and nothing 
more," 


Vaughan aaid. "There is absolute- 
ly no connection between this gift 
and any assistance I have given 
these friends. At no time have I 
take action as a member as the 
White House staff in exchange for 
a gift or other favor. 


"The assistance which I gave to 


the Verley Company of Chicago 
was precisely what I would have 
done for other concerns in com- 
Hoey 


parable circumstances had I been assisted 
requested to do so. The Verley Europe. 
Company desired to send repre- "Ho. 
sentatives to Europe to prepare 
for the resumption of business 
after the war. 


"Such action by American busi- 


nessmen was urged by the state 
department and has been part of 
this government's official policy 
in the ptost war years—not only 
without substantial criticism, so 
far as I know, but with warm sup- 
port in congress and elsewhere. I 
am sure this committee would 
know more about that than I do; 
but that is my understanding." 


Friendly With Hunt 


Vaughan said he has known 


James 
V. 
Hunt, 
management 


counselor and central figure in the 
inquiry, for five years. 


"Our 
relationship 
has 
been 


friendly," Vaughan added. "To the 
best of my recollection, he has 
never asked and I have never 
aided him in any matter with a 
government agency." 


Hunt is m the business of help- 


ing businessmen get government 
contracts for a fee. There has 
been testimony that he boasted of 
a friendship with Vaughan and 
implied that it gave him an "In- 


j side track" on some government 
matters.

Hunt had denied that he ever 


\ claimed that he peddled "influ- 


sistance came to me and were 
given my attention." 


Chairman Hoey started off the 


questioning 
once Vaughan

read his statement. 


First Hoey wanted to know 


about Vaughan's relations with 
Hunt. 


He said he had met Hunt at a 


number of social functions and 
that Hunt had been in his office 
at the White House "a number of 
times." 


Hoey next 
wanted to 
know 


whether Vaughan had asked Maj. 
Gen. Alden H. Waitt, suspended 
chief of the army chemical corps, 
for information on brother officers 
eligible for Wiatt's job. He also 
wanted to know how Hunt figured 
in the matter. 


He Didn't Know 


Vaughan said he didn't know 


until the inquiry that "Hunt had 
anything to do with it." 


He explained that he had asked 


Waitt for "factual data" on of- 
ficers in the corps eligible for 
promotion. 
He said he had done 


it "on occasions before" and the 
president approved. 


"It 
never 
occurred to me," 


Viughan said, "that Waitt would 
write that (the promqtion data) 
any place except in hia office or 
in his own home." 


Waitt was suspended by Secre- 


tary of the Army Gordon Gray 
last July 16, along with Maj. Gen. 
Herman Feldman, quartermaster 
general. 


The committee found that he 


had dictated the memo on his 
brother officers to Hunt's secre- 
tary. 


Hoey asked where Vaughan had 


first met Maragon. 


Vaughan said it was when he 


(Vaughan) was secretary to then 
Senator Truman 
and Maragon 


was a special representative for 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 


Arranged Train 


He added that Maragon arranged 


for a special train to New York 
for the launching of the battleship 
Missouri 
which 
Truman 
and 


Vaughan witnessed. Vaughan said 
Maragon was "master of cere- 
monies" ir> charge of the train. 


Vaughan 
flatly 
denied 
that 


Maragon held any influence around 
the White House. 


"Mr. Maragon seems to have 


left 
the 
impression with 
the 


agencies of government that he 
represented you." Hoey observed. 


"At no time was Mr. Maragon 


authorized to represent me or the 
White House in any shape or on 
any occasion," Vaughan answered 
emphatically. 


On one occasion, the general 


added, he "taxed" Maragon about 
reports to this effect. 


"He told me he had never done 


any such thing," Vaughan added. 


Hoey then inquired if Vaughan 


had given any asistance to David 
A,. Benett to get to Europe on a 
business trip immediately after 
V-J day. 


Bennett is president 
of 
The 


Albert Verley Perfume Company 
of Chicago. He is also the man 
who footed the bill for the home 
freezers. 


Vaughan said he had "no recol- 


lection" of giving Bennett any 
assistance in getting to Europe. 


Aided Maragon 


He said he did, however, act to

(AP)—John W. Giheon, assistant 
secretary of labor, said today the 
nation faces a series of "disas-
